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Abstract Puardophila bunnesens sp. nov. is described from Danba County, Sichuan Province. The type specimen is deposited in 
the Museum of Animal and Botany, Shaanxi Universty of Technology. 
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Pararctophila includes only one species recorded: 
Parardoplula Pathuen Hervé Bazin, 1914. The main 
characteristics of the genus are head broad; eyes of both 
sexes bare, dichoptic; a broad and shallow transverse 
sulcus present between frons and vertex; face short with a 
small facial tubercle, indistinctively concave beneath 
antennal prommence, produced downwards conially 
upon lower half; arista plumose, but absent upon 
underside basally; mesonotum longer than wide, slightly 
convex dorsally; postpronctal lobe pilose; subscutellar 
fringe long, dense; upper and lower hairy patches of 
katepisternum broadly separated; tuft of hairs absent at 
posteroventral apical corner of hind coxa; metasternum 
long pilose; legs normal, not thickened, with tbiae 
slightly curved; wing hyalme, dark spated medially; 
vein m- 5 deeply looped into cell rs; vein rm oblique, 
located at middle of cell M2; upper and lower marginal 
cross veins parallel with margin of wing, with the former 
recurrent apically, joined with rs at right angle; cell rı 
open; abdomen oval, dull except reddish orange 
posterior portion of tergite 4 and other tergites behind.

Vertex constricted 
forwards, and then expanded, the narrowest part nearly 


at the middle of frons, where a broad and shallow 
transverse sulcus farmed. Ocellar triangle convex, with 
ocelli arranged in isosceles triangle, distance from anterior 
ocellus to posterior ocellus about half between posterior 
ocelli. Frons with Iogitudinal sulcus medially which 
extended from transverse sulcus to lunule. Lunule bare, 
shiny dull brown. Face dull brown, shiny laterally, 
covered with pollen of dull brown and long fawny pile 
laterally. Median stripe approximately black brown, 
tapered from beneath antennal prominence onto oral 
margin, on each side of which present a longitudinal 
stripe of grey pollen constricted downwards. Face broad, 
indistinctively concave beneath antennal prominence, 
inclined and produced downwards conically upon lower 
half. Facial tubercle small, located at below lower margin 
of eyes. Paraface broad, the broadest approximately 
equal to width of first flagellomere, clothed with lmg 
fawny pile. Gena shiny brown, clothed with long fawny 
hairs. Antennae dull brown, basal two segments fawny 
pilose dorsally, first flagellomere subquadrate. Arista 
yellowish brown, long plumose, but absent upon basal 
1/3 at underside. 

Mesonotum black, with postprmotal lobe and 
postalar callus tinged with brown, pile long, fawny, a 
band of dull brown hairs present between postalar callus. 
Scutellum yellowish brown, but black to black brown 
basally, with long, erect, fawny hairs, subscutellar fringe 
long and dense. Pleura dull brown, long, fawny pilose. 
Metasternum black brown pilose. Legs brown but dull 
brown upon hind leg, with 上 3 tarsomeres of mid leg, 
basitarsus distally and 24 tarsomeres of hind leg 
yellowish brown. Coxae, trochanters and femora black 
brown pilose, but tibiae light pilose. Wing hyaline, 
brown clouded medially fram pterostigma to basal margin 
of cell Rs. Veins of wing black brown basally, brown 
medially and dull brown apically. Vein r4 s deeply 
looped into cell Rs. Upper and lower marginal cross 
veins parallel with margin of wing, with the former

Abdomen convex darsally, slightly shmy, black but 
reddish orange on posterior portion of tergite 4 and other 
tergites behmd. Abdominal tergite 1 and lateral anterior 
comers of tergite 2 covered with log, dense fawny 
hairs; posterior half part of tergite 2, anterior portion of 
tergite 3 and anterior margin of tergite 4 with appressed, 
shart black hairs; posterior portion of tergite 4 and other 
tergites behind with yellowish hairs. Venter dull brown 
but brown apically, clothed with sparse long fawny hairs 
except short black hairs an sternite 4 posteriorly.

The new species is similar to Parartophila oberthuar 
Hervé Bazin, 1914, but differs from the latter in 
following body mostly fawny pilose; vertex without 
black hairs; scutellum yellow brown but black basally; 
pleura dull brown; legs brown but hind leg dull brown, 
with 上 3 tarsomeres of mid leg, basitarsi distally and 2 4 
tarsomeres of hind leg yellow brown.
